They had stirred up ill will, spread their 
slamierogs gospel, and made a Jew to 
appear to be the bad guy. But they will be 
back, According to rumors, the Nazis will 
return soon. It might be enlightening for 
some of our local politicians to db^rve the 
next rally.

Curtis Bruen, a Section Leader in the uniformed' Security Eclielon (SE)' of the 
NRP in our Washington, D. C. - Northern Virginia branch, had the .crowning 
honor to be' the first , NRP official to speak at a meeting of White militants in ' 
North Carolina. On the afternoon of Sep tembei: 23, 1973 - the courageous , 
and often martyred U. S. Marine LeRoy Gibson opened a meeting of. the Rights 
Of V/hite People (ROWP) ■ near Holly Ridge^ - North Carolina. There were ap- 
proximately 65 White patriots in attendance with delegates and . speakers from 
the North Carolina Knights of the KKK, the National Youth Alliance, the 
NSWPP, and the National States Rights Party, as well as the NRP. The invo- 
cation was given by the Klud of the North Carolina Realm of the KKK. After 
this LeRoy Gibson.gave a fiery oration to the attendant listeners. This patri- 
otic hero has been arrested and placed under bond many times to discourage 
his fire brand activities in North Carolina. Two other Klansmen in' full regalia 
and Mr. Biedermann, a youthful and competent officer of the NSWPP in Arling- • 
ton spoke after Mr. Gibson. NRP officer Curtis Brueh rounded out the after- ' 
noon's engagement with.an address on behalf of the NRP and seeking financial 
support for the ROWP and Mr< Gibson. Mr. Bruen' s speech lasted 30 minu- 
tes in which he extolled the courage of Mr. Gibson and read excerpts from the 
NRP Program, gave the early history of the NRP, and explained the signifi- 
cance of our grey shirt uniform to the local folks. A motorcade was then 
formed 4o ♦nearby Wilmington, North Carolina where .Lawrence Little, Minister 
of Information for the ROWP is presently imprisoned in lieu of $ 130, 000 bond. 

His charges stem from various mysterious bombings of leftist enterprises in 
Wilmington- Jacksonville area of North Carolina. The White militants pick- 
eted the prison and gave asum of money to aid Larry Little in making canteen 
purchasesi The, meeting was covered by radio, TV, and press on September 
23-24. On the morning of September 24th a TV crew and reporters from 
Channel 12 went to Mr. Gibson's hoihe and interviewed both he and Curtis 
Bruen, who was in full NRP uniform standing by LeRoy Gibson's side through- 
out the interview. Mr. Bruen furnished reporters with NRP literature* The 
whole affair was a f ine denionstration of cooperation between patriotic American 
movements which are working for White self-determination in the USA.

One of the 
crknlnals mvoKed in the Oppenheimer jewel 
robbery learned this to his cost a cou^ of 
yan after Us So^th African adventure, 
when he trkd to execute tn ingenious 
confidence trick on some Arabs in Tangier. 
It was their iacroduUty, the» distruct, born 
out of their own untruthfulness tnd un- 
trustwortHness. that landed the trickster in 
gaol. 

MiI2ic«t$ of pco^k today, especiiny in 
the Western world, arc politicaUy disabled lo 
a greater or lesser degree by an hwiesty that 
renders them ^angerou^y vulnerable to the 
skilfuZly ased lie, Behg themselves free from 
pM they arc utterly incapabte of detecting 
it in another.

When Lenin spoke about his •'nsost 



powerful weapon" he was not referring to 
the simple untruthful statement of fact, 
v^ether in speech ot writing. That sort of 
lie is for schoolboys. Here there is always 
an element of danger, calling for some 
courage m the liar, Therefc^e it is not the 
kind of lie that exerts the most deadly 
influence in modern power politics, 

Lenin was referring to the whole 
complex, marvellously recondite art of di^ 
simulation in which even honest men ire 
frequently involved, serving unwittingly as 
the most effective instruments of deceptioa 
and betrayal. 

Never is the lie more effective it4 
more dangerous to a nation than when it is 
jpvopagated by honest men who have accepted 
It zs the truth and pass it c« in good faith, 

Wlbat happens almost invariably, there- 
fore. H that weak minds »ni weak per- 
sctfKaHties are first infected, tnd these are 
then turned loose on the rest of the pc^- 
latlon; r^ only turned loose, sometimes, but 
organised into parties and political groups 
and rkhly sujpplied with funds, 

in this way, falsehood is used as 
Weapon No, I aga^st the national spirit 
everywhere. Let us con^der briefly how it 
happens. 



REACTIONS UNDER PRESSURE 

fa any nation tl any time there are 
people who are strong ajv3 courageous and 
there are pec^e who arc weak and timid. 

There txc those who are inclined to 
endure the nervous tension . the pressure and 
even real 4^n^tt to hfe and limb, in their 
determirution to preserve their nation intact 
ar^ ak>ng with it all the things ihey value 
most. 

The others lack the power to resist 
hostile pressure. They canrK>t sut)4 the 
nervous tensbn that is inseparable from any 
opposition of vital Interests. Hence they arc 
powerfully inclined to seek relief from the 
agony of tension by giving way. 

Now here is a most significant fact; 
the weak man will never admit that he is 
weak. He will admit that he is not physically 
strong, but he wm not adn:ut that he is not 



morally strong. The timid man wm not 
adrmt his timidity, lus chicken^artedness. 
To do so wodEd involve the collapse of his 
self-respect, the priftcip4e of integrity that 
holds his faculties together. 

There are some things a tnzn cannot 
admit to himself without destroying himself 
altogether. ^ 

As an individual, the man of weak 
spirit feels that his syfrvival is threatened by 
the determnation of the group to preserve 
itself and its vaiiues, /Yet he ca;inot dissociate 
himself from his group. He cannot live 
without the emotionai sustenance that his 
group provides. 

So how is fie to ttsdvc his personal 
conundrum, except by trying to prevail upon 
his group lo give way, to make c<xicession$. 
to give up the struggle?

weak in respect of that complex of msiincts, 
aptitudes tn4 appetite (ot conflict which 
bixj4s the individuai to his society, reMering 
him titling to suffer and eEtdureaad even, 
sacrifice himself entirely for that society, 

Weak ro^ of this class arc always most 
numerous in the artificial environment of a 
great city *t4 are fou^i in the hi^st 
concentration amctfig those commonly 
known as the **xitbm intelligentsia" - that 
is to say, peof^e wtw by reason of an 
excessive specialisation in purely mental 
purST«t$have suffered a certain loss of animal 
vigour arid in etiolation of the instinctual 
sHe of their personalities. 

The same <^uaJEities ^ or rather, lack of ' 
qualities - that make them poor human 
material in « hot war, make them poor 
material, too, iii a cold war. In time of hot 
war they supply the pacifists; in time of cold 
war the presets of <kw>m and the Ideological 
appeasers. 

The presence of a substantial elenrtent 
of this kiad insi^ a nation offers a wonderful 
opportunity to the enemy, whether it h an 
external enemy or an internal one. 

How ^xs he exf^it this <;«>portunity? 
He supplies the clever, instinctuaJly etiolated 
ones with a rationalisation of their weakness, 
their pusiUanimity! He "proves" to them 
that they are ri^t, and even **good", 4Ad 
that the strong ones who are reidy to go 
t^wft fighting are foolish, and perhaps even 
wicked! 

He gives to the weak element in the 
po^tKw^ an ideological justification, some-^ 
thing it so desperately needs. In this way he 
makes weakness and timidity appear iiS 
proof of superior htelUgence and virtue.

(NRP) was founded in 1949, by James 
H. Hadole, National Director, The 
NRP is headqtiartered in Kadole*s 
residence, 10 West 90th Street, 
Apartment 8, New York, New York. 
This, organization has been described 
as anti^Negro, anti-Semitic and 
neo-Fadcist. 

On May 5, 1975, a confidential informant, who 
has furnished reliable information :in the past, advised 
that a rally sponsored by the NRP was held on Saturday 
evening, May 3, 1975, at the Bicentennial Center, 201 
South Washington Street, Alexandria, Virginia. The 
meeting began shortly after 7:00 p.m. and attracted a 
total of less than 50 people, including a contingent of 
a dozen or so newspaper reporters and photographers. 
The meeting concluded at approximately 10:30 p.m. without 
indldent. 

Madole, the first speaker of the evening, arrived 
at about 7:00 p.m., together with five or six of his 
Security Echelon (uniformed security section of the NRP).

James Uagner» an NRP member » followed Hadole 
on the rostrum and spoke for a half hour. He was followed 
by Schuyler Ferris, a well-known local right-wing, activist, 
who was introduced as "Dave Hess" by Madole. Ferris gave 
a dramatic oration which lasted 40 minutes or more and 
had to be cut short by Burwick. Joseph Curtis \Bruen, 
a local NRP Security Echelon leader, spoke briefly, and 
the program was concluded by Hadole. The informant 
noted that Charles White, leader of the Fighting American 
Nationalists of North Carolina who was also a scheduled 
speaker, also-failed to appear, as did Roy Frankhouser, 
extreme right-wing activist from Reading, Pennsylvania.

The November 27, 1974 edition of the "Now York Post" 
on page 10, in an article entitled "UN Bomb Case: Local 
•Fuehrer' Testified" sets forth the following: 

"When Janes Madole speaks publicly, it is usually 
to a handful of enthusiastic supporters or sometimes to a 
much larger crowd of hecklers. 

"But yesterday, the self -proclaimed 'fuehrer* of the 
National Renaissance Party had a different kind of audience 
in a small, crowded Manhattan federal courtroaa. 

"Madole, kZ^ was testifying as a govera^nent witness 
in the trial of Michael H, Brown, charged with attempting to 
bomb the Meditation Room in the UN last August. 

"Brown, 32, an insurance salesman from Berea, 
Kentucky, was linked to right-wing extremist groups at the 
time of his arrest but there have only been oblique references 
^o his political affiliations during the first two days of 
his trl^l. 

"One of these references was made by Madole v^hen 
he described a brief meeting vjith Brown in early August shortly 
before the defendant allegedly placed five sticks of dynamite 
under a bench in a room used for meditation at the UN. The 
explosives failed to ignite and were discovered by a UN 
security guard. 

"Madole said the meeting had taken place in his 
apartment at 10 W, 90th Street, where they discussed 'old 
mutual friends', 

"Assistant U. S. Attorney Andrew Schaffcr asked 
Madole if these mutual friends were 'political associates' 
and the witness replied, 'Yes, for the most part'. But 
that was as close as he came to mentioning their political 
affiliations . 
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"Another witness testified about a second scheme 
Brown allegedly also planned. 

"Harvey S. Wittenmore, a friend of Brown's, said 
that the defendant had approached him last spring with a plan 
to » destroy statues' in Washington, D.C, with a battery- 
operated saw. But the witness pointed out that there was no 
such tool in existence as far as he knew. 

"James Glass, Jr., an FBI agent, also testified that 
after Brovm's September arrest in Berea, he had heard the 
defendant mutter, 'This just goes to show that he can't 
make any moves against the coismies in Wew York City and get 
aviay with 4.t». 

"Brown was indicted under a law that makes it a 
federal crime to attempt to injure foreign officials or 
destroy their property. He also is accused of conspiracy 
and transportation of explosives across state lines with the 
intent to kill or Injure persons, 

"If convicted on all four counts. Brown could receive 
maxL^um prison sentences totaling 25 years. 

"The trial resumes today before U. S. District Jud^ 
Lawrence W. Pierce. The government is expected to rest its 
case after several more witnesses."
